In connection with the Moscow Air Show there was a request for 
somewhat more detailed information on the estimated performance 
characteristics of the various aircraft. Mr. Helms stated he would 
provide this for the record. 
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4. There was some discussion about Soviet miscalculations. 

The Director indicated his concern that the Soviets, who have a first-class 
intelligence service insofar as collection is concerned, could have been 
so far off and so miscalculated in the estimative aspects. He further 


must be considered very good. As to the future in the Middle East, 
the Director stated this was most difficult to forecast and certainly 
conditions there will remain unstable for some time. 

5. The Director then briefed on the question of Soviet resupply 
of the Arab nations utilizing the prepared briefing beginning at paragraph 
V. on page 30 through page 31. 

6. Mr. Philbin raised a question about a Soviet 75-ton metal
